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rhe  year?  In  10  words  of  less?  Not 
possible.  Well  since  1  have  the  time 
and  space,  1  guess  I  could  squeeze 
out  a  couple  more  words.  Let's  see  .  .  . 
Hurricane  Andrew  hit,  Bush  lost,  Ross 
Perot  ran,  dropped  out,  then  ran  again. 
Tipper  Gore  is  hideous;  Hillary  Clinton  is 
no  Cindy  Crawford.  Over  9.7  million 
Americans  are  out  of  work,  Larry  Bird 
retired  after  13  years,  and  the  beating  of 
one  black  man  set  off  three  days  of  rioting 
in  Los  Angles.  Barcelona,  Spain  hosted 
the  1992  Summer  Olympic  Games,  and 
Clinton  became  the  42nd  president  of  the 
United  States. 


1992  was  definitely  a  year  of  change  in  Washington.  Women  jumped  into  the  scene 
grabbing  positions  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  Democratic  politicians 
came  forward  and  claimed  their  rightful  place.  Congress  will  now  sport  a  democratic 
majority.  Clinton  campaigned  hard  and  holds  the  flag  for  the  Democrats  after  1 2  years  of 
Republican  reign.  America  will  see  many  dramatic  changes  in  the  year  1993.  We  can 
only  hope  that  Clinton  will  pull  us  out  of  this  economic  rut  we  fell  into  during  the  Reagan 
presidency.

Due  to  Perot's  drop  from  the  race  in  July  and  his  miraculous  re-entry  five 
weeks  before  election  day,  the  public  became  unsure  but  remained  supportive.  Perot  did 
not  receive  the  electoral  vote  but  he  undoubtedly  earned  the  vote  of  the  people.

(Bottom  left)  Since  1989  our  economy  has  taken  a  turn  for  the  worse.  Jobs  are 
scarce  and  every  day  millions  are  out  looking  for  jobs  that  don't  exist.  The 
unemployment  rate  has  risen  from  5.2  percent,  when  President  Bush  took  office  in 
1988,  to  over  7  percent  on  Election  day  1992.  Nine  point  seven  million  Americans 
are  out  of  work  and  according  to  the  Labor  Department  projections,  there  will  be 
30  percent  more  college  graduates  then  college  level  jobs  from  now  until  the  year 
2005. 

(Top  right)  Hurricane  Andrew,  the  most  expensive  natural  disaster  ever  to  hit  this 
country,  certainly  didn't  forget  to  stop  by  the  Bahamas,  South  Florida,  and 
Louisiana  as  the  54  hour  rampage  left  180,000  homeless  in  Florida  alone.  Tens  of 
thousands  of  people  tried  to  evacuate  the  Miami  area  while  thousands  more  rode 
out  the  storm  in  shelters  and  boarded  up  homes.  Fifty-one  deaths  were  recorded 
and  damage  was  estimated  at  $20  billion. 


(Center  page)  The  third  bomb  of  disaster  to  hit  the  United  States  was  the  three 
day  riot  scene  in  Los  Angeles  that  left  52  dead,  2,383  injured,  and  1 8,507  arrested. 
Property  damage  was  estimated  at  $785  million.  Oddly  enough,  the  rioting  began 
when  four,  white  Police  officers  were  found  innocent  after  beating  Rodney  King, 
a  black  man,  who  was  stopped  for  a  road  violation  on  a  Los  Angeles  freeway.

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About  The  Artist: 


The  etching  of  Ochre  Court,  shown 
on  the  front  cover,  is  the  creation  of 
Armond  Lamontagne  a  sculptor- 
/artist  hailing  from  Scituate,  R.I. 
Lamontagne,  a  self  taught  artist, 
who  studied  in  Italy  as  the  recipient 
of  the  Grinell  Foundation  Award,  is 
mainly  known  for  his  wooden  sculp- 
tures of  such  Sport  personalities  as 
Ted  Williams,  Larry  Bird,  Bobby 
Orr,  and  Carl  Yastrzemski.  Lamon- 
tagne has  also  sculpted  such  histori- 
cal legends  as  George  S.  Patton  Jr., 
and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt. 

Feature  bronze  busts  have  been 
done  of  former  President  Gerald 
Ford  and  Elvis  Presley.  Elvis  can  be 
seen  on  display  in  the  Singer's  Hall- 
of-Fame  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 
Lamontagne  has  also  painted  offi- 
cial State  portraits  for  Governor  J. 
Joseph  Garrahy  and  former  Speak- 
er of  the  R.I.  House  of  Representa- 
tives, Matthew  J.  Smith.  Armond 
Lamontagne's  daughter,  Lisa,  is  Se- 
nior here  at  Salve  Regina 
University.
